GROWING  BULBS  IN  WATER  AND  PEBBLES 
Is  another  very  fascinating  method.  Here,  too,  fancy  bowls,  glass  or  china  dishes  can  be  used.  Fill 
the  receptacles  to  very  nearly  the  top  with  pebbles,  then  fill  with  water  until  it  is  on  a level  with  them, 
press  the  bulbs  gently  into  the  pebbles  so  they  stand  erect;  the  roots  will  wind  their  way  through  them 
and  secure  a firm  hold  for  the  bulbs.  Water  must  be  added  as  it  is  taken  up  by  the  roots  for  nourish- 
ment.

GROWING  HYACINTHS  IN  GLASSES 


Hyacinths.  The  single-flowering  varieties  can  also  be  grown  in  water  for  which  especially  con- 
structed glasses,  known  as  “Hyacinth  Glasses”  (see  illustration)  should  be  used. 

Culture. — Single  Hyacinths  do  better  than  Double  in  glasses,  as  they  produce  a much  larger 
and  more  showy  truss.  Place  the  bulbs  in  the  glasses,  which  should  be  filled  with  water  so  it  touches 
the  bottom  of  the  bulbs;  put  them  in  a closed  box  in  a cool  place,  or  on  a shelf  in  the  dark  part  of  the 
cellar,  for  from  six  to  eight  weeks,  changing  the  water  every  ten  days  or  two  weeks;  then.remove  them 
to  the  light.  If  then  placed  in  a cool  room  they  will  produce  very  fine  spikes  and  remain  in  bloom  a 
long  time.  A small  piece  of  charcoal  in  the  water  is  beneficial.

RESTRICTION  OF  BULB  IMPORTS 

The  U.  S.  Federal  Horticultural  Board  has  seen  fit  to  instigate 
the  passing  of  what  is  known  as  the  Plant  Exclusion  Quarantine 
No.  37.  This  act  went  into  effect  June  1 , 1919,  and  in  addition  to 
barring  all  plants  excludes  all  flower  bulbs  with  the  exception  of  the 
following:  Tulips,  Narcissus,  Hyacinths,  Crocus,  Lily  Bulbs  and 
Lily  of  the  Valley. 

We  believe  the  application  of  Quarantine  37  as  applied  to  bulbs 
which  have  never  been  found  guilty  of  bringing  any  detrimental 
pests  to  these  shores,  to  be  unwarranted,  undesirable,  unjust  and 
unnecessary,  and  it  is  hoped  that  when  the  flower  loving  public  has 
been  awakened  a e to  the  severity  and  drastic  extent  of  this  act 
Congress  will  be  prevailed  upon  to  rescind  the  measure.
